The four individuals then proceeded 
into a back room behind the tellers area wlhile the third man 
dressed in a guard shirt remained in the bank lobby. Money 
was obtained and placed in a briefcase In fetoe backroom. 


The bank alarm was activated and while the two robbers 
were in the back room, two Boston Police Oifficers entered the 
bank and the subject in the lobby attempteoS to disarm the 
first -off icer as he ••entere#’^the?' '■' As t'l^fe ■sec'ond officer 

entered the lobby he observed his partner In trouble and that 
the robber was armed with a handgun and pr©ceeded to fire two 
shots at the subject in the lobby. The two robbers in the back 
room then exited the rear room and were placed under arrest 
by the Boston Police Department. All money was recovered. 

The subject in the bank lobby was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, Boston, Massachusetts.
